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Mr. W. J. Hogan, of Detroit, Michigan, a Director of this Com¬ 
pany, died on June 26, 1944.

GENERAL REMARKS 

There was an increase in the volume of business as reflected by 
the number of cars handled in each of the first seven months of 1944 
compared with the previous year, the volume falling below the 
previous year during the last five months, with the exception of a 
slight increase in November. The total number of cars handled in 
1944 was 2,280,228, a decrease of 2,744 cars or .12% as compared 
with 1943 and an increase of 73,264 cars or 3.3% compared with 
1942. The volume of business handled in each of the years 1942, 
1943 and 1944 was the heaviest since 1929. 

The weather during the year was generally favorable for opera¬ 
tion with the exception of heavy snow in February and unusually 
low temperature and heavy snow in December. 

Rates: 

Increase in freight rates granted by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Ex Parte 148 effective March 18, 1942, which increase 
was extended by road haul carriers to absorbed switching charges on 
all traffic other than perishable and live stock and which was sus¬ 
pended effective May 15, 1943 until July 1, 1944, was further sus¬ 
pended until January 1, 1946. It is estimated that the suspension of 
the increased rates under Ex Parte 148 decreased freight revenues 
approximately $450,000 for the year. 

Wages: 

There were no changes in basic wage rates during the year. 
However, the wage increases which became effective for both oper¬ 
ating and non-operating employees during the latter part of December 

1943 resulted in an approximate annual increase of $315,732 in 
payroll costs. 

Operating Revenues: 

The total operating revenues as shown on page 10 were 
$7,680,110.53, an increase of $178,928.72 or 2.39% as compared 
with the previous year. 

Operating Expenses: 

The total gross operating expense was $6,359,295.38, an increase 
of $361,719.07 or 6.03% as compared with the previous year. The 
higher wage rates for both operating and non-operating employees 
represented an increase in operating expenses of $315,732. Operating 
expenses in 1944 included a total of $247,983.01 representing depre¬ 
ciation of road property and equipment which compares with a 
total of $241,560.61 for the year 1943. Operating expenses for 

1944 also include approximately $40,000 of vacation payments 
applicable to operating employees and payments totaling $52,473.75 
to operating and non-operating employees as a result of National 
Railroad Adjustment Board awards.

Gross Maintenance of Way and Structures expense increased 
$109,695.54 or 14.31%; that portion of Maintenance of Way and 
Structures expense chargeable to Belt Railway Separate Operation 
increased $93,892.79 or 16.71% as compared with the previous year. 
Included in the Maintenance of Way and Structures expense for 
1944 is an amount of $95,626.76 representing depreciation of road 
property which compares with a total of $93,808.02 representing 
depreciation of road property for the year 1943. Increase in wage 
rates granted during the latter part of 1943 resulted in an increase 
of payroll costs of $37,138 chargeable to Maintenance of Way 
accounts. The increase of $44,677.55 in “Bridges, Trestles and 
Culverts” is principally due to repairing eleven bridges between 
Adams Street and the C. & N. W. Railway bridge near Kinzie Street. 
The increase in “Shops and Enginehouses ,, is principally due to 
repairs to roundhouse, machine shop and wood mill at Clearing. 
The increase in “Public Improvements-Maintenance” is principally 
due to cleaning of sewers in the Clearing yard. There was an 
increase in renewals of 219 tons of new and 141 tons of second-hand 
rail and a decrease of 4,628 cross ties as compared with the pre¬ 
vious year. 

Gross Maintenance of Equipment expense increased $57,037.44 
or 7.56%; that portion of Maintenance of Equipment expense 
chargeable to Belt Railway Separate Operation increased $62,619.35 
or 9.93% as compared with the previous year; this was partially 
due to an increase in Diesel locomotive and car repairs and an 
increase of $40,229 due to higher wage rates. The increase in 
“Injuries to Persons” is principally due to claim settlement involving 
injury in 1943 to an employee of an industry located on the Belt 
Railway. Included in Maintenance of Equipment expense in 1944 
is a charge of $39,684.60 covering amortization for the second year 
of a five year period of the cost of three Diesel locomotives purchased 
in 1942 by the Western Indiana for the use of the Belt Railway; 
also depreciation of shop and power plant machinery amounting 
to $9,461.94. 

Gross Transportation expense increased $182,342.11 or 4.35%; 
the Transportation expense chargeable to Belt Railway Separate 
Operation increased $188,951.45 or 5.59%. This increase is due 
to increase in wages amounting to $99,750 to operating employees 
and $126,440 to non-operating employees, a total of $226,190; 
expense of approximately $40,000 resulting from vacation payment 
applicable to operating employees; also payment totaling $45,499.35 
to operating employees and $6,974.40 to non-operating employees 
as a result of National Railroad Adjustment Boajd awards. The 
decrease in “Injuries to Persons” is due to the heavy charges to that 
account in the previous year covering settlements involving serious 
injuries to train and enginemen both in 1943 and 1942. 

Gross General expense increased $7,096.59 or 2.96%; that portion 
of General expense chargeable to Belt Separate Operation increased 
$6,400.80 or 3.51% this increase is due primarily to increase in 
General Office clerical expense principally because of overtime 
required to maintain the work in the Accounting and Valuation

Departments as well as an increase of $10,255 as a result of higher 
wage rates. 

Taxes: 

The decrease of $449,046.89 in Railway Tax Accruals is due 
principally to decrease in General Property and Income taxes; also 
credit adjustment of General Property taxes applicable to prior years. 

Dividend: 

Dividend of $520,321.51, or 16 2/3% on the capital stock of 
the Company was declared, payable January 2, 1945. 

War Plant Construction: 

Plant construction was limited to additions to existing plants. 
All plants served by the Belt Railway are in operation. 

Miscellaneous: 

Approximately 75% of the industries in the Clearing Industrial 
District were engaged in war production during the year. 

During the year 94,224 cars of perishable freight, the highest of 
record, were handled, an increase of 8,639 cars or 10% as compared 
with 1943. 

A total of 5,847 cars of live stock were handled during the year, a 
decrease of 83 cars or 1.4% compared with 1943. 

A total of 172,923 tons of L. C. L. freight was handled at the 
Clearing and Cragin Stations, an increase of 18,277 tons or 11.8% 
as compared with the previous year; a considerable volume of 
L. C. L. tonnage formerly handled by highway vehicles continues 
to move via rail because of war conditions. 

The Rail to Water Transfer Company facility for the transfer of 
coal and other commodities from car to vessel, which was completed 
in the latter part of 1942 with improvements added prior to the 
opening of navigation in 1944 located on dock property leased from 
The Belt Railway Company of Chicago, handled 1,600,000 tons of 
lake cargo coal representing 29,264 carloads, an increase of 535,000 
tons or approximately 10,000 cars as compared with the 1943 
operation. 


Additions and Betterments: 

Property Leased: 

The Investment Account of property leased to this company 
was increased by $317,270.98, of which $148,702.55 was charged 
to Road Account and $168,568.43 to Equipment account, as shown 
in detail on page 14.

Road Leased: 

The increase applicable to this property was $148,702.55, con¬ 
sisting of a net debit of $9,785.58 arising out of land sales as explained 
below, a net debit of $54,092.47 covering adjustments in accounts 
applicable to work involved in relocation of tracks and construction 
of new interlocking plant at 55th Street incident to enlargement of 
the Chicago Municipal Airport, cost of which was assumed by the 
City of Chicago, and other expenditures of $98,879.08 and retire¬ 
ments of $14,054.58, resulting in a net expenditure of $84,824.50. 

During the year 1944 one (1) parcel of land near 79th Street and 
Harlem Avenue and one (1) parcel near 69th Street and Kostner 
Avenue were sold, resulting in a credit of $4,181.63. These retire¬ 
ments, together with an adjustment applicable to prior years’ 
accounts amounting to a debit of $13,967.21, resulted in a net debit 
of $9,785.58. 

The net expenditure of $84,824.50 for work performed was made 
up of betterments to rail and other track material, amounting to 
$24,836.21 outside of Clearing Yard and $9,194.97 in Clearing 
Yard; construction of one (1) track to serve industry near 71st 
Street and Crawford Avenue, $1,116.61; raise of grade for track 
serving Rail to Water Transfer Company, $7,295.25; purchase of 
machines and tools for use of the Maintenance of Way Department, 
$312.26; lengthening of ten (10) stalls in Clearing roundhouse, 
$38,717.18 and miscellaneous improvements and adjustments, less 
retirements, amounting to a debit of $181.34 outside of Clearing 
Yard and a debit of $3,170.68 in Clearing Yard. 

Equipment Leased: 

Two (2) Diesel switch locomotives were purchased at a cost of 
$157,247.12; one (1) Diesel locomotive crane was purchased at a 
cost of $26,387.00; one (1) locomotive was retired, resulting in a 
credit of $14,044.81 and one (1) gondola car and two (2) open top 
coke cars were retired, resulting in a credit of $1,020.88. These 
additions and retirements resulted in a net charge to additions and 
betterments of $168,568.43. 

Property Owned: 

The Investment Accounts for property owned by this company 
were increased by $950.22, of which $524.06, covering miscellaneous 
items, was charged to Road Account and $426.16 to Equipment 
Account, as shown in detail on page 14. 

Equipment Owned: 

One (1) flat car was constructed at a cost of $627.52, and one (1) 
coal and water tender was retired, resulting in a credit of $210.00. 
These additions and retirements together with adjustments to 
prior years’ accounts, amounting to a debit of $8.64, resulted in a 
debit of $426.16. 
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New Industries: 

Thirteen new industries were located and twelve industries dis¬ 
continued operations during the year; a number of industries have 
expanded their facilities by additions to existing plants. 

At a Special Stockholders' Meeting held on September 12, 1944, 
Mr. C. A. Skog was elected a member of the Board of Directors 
representing the Grand Trunk Western Railroad Company in place 
of Mr. W. J. Hogan, deceased. 

The usual detailed statements of accounts of the company will be 
found in the tables annexed hereto. 

The Board again records appreciation of the faithful and effi¬ 
cient services rendered by officers and employees during the year.
